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1. Th 0 reference memorandum is under study and the 
Development Division is loosing at the problem from two 
points of vise: 

a. Short range 

b. long range 

In regard to the short range problem, Itek and Eastman Kodak 
have been asked to review the possibility of modifying or 
adapting the MURAL and E-« cameras for 9-2 operational use. 
Itek is sending representatives to Lockheed cm 2 April to 
investigate Q Say dimensions and aircraft performance infor- 
mation. Eastman Kodak, who is more familiar with the 0-2 
than Itek, will respond within a matter of days concerning 
the feasibility of utilising the M for this requirement. 

2. In regard to the long range problem the Hycoa 48" 
camera (the OSCAR? camera) has great promise for 0-2 applica- 
tion. An evaluation of the gycon 48" camera and the Kastman 
Kodak 21" camera will be concluded shortly and recommenda- 
tions made concerning which approach should be adopted.
